REVOLTERS DEMAND 
RADICAL SLASHES IN 
OTTERTAIL TAXES 


Prague Falls, Minn., Nov. n J ntyt— 
Ottertaii county com m issioners today 
had before them resolutions of tax re­ 
volters demanding radical and imme­ 
diate reductions. If the farmers de­ 
mands are i.ot met, they threatened a 
tax "strike.” 
Some demanded that the salaries of 
ail county officials be reduced but the 
board members explained that this 
matter could only be done by the state 
legislature. Others asked com m ission­ 
ers to reduce the office force in the 
highway engineer’s office.

told how each day he trapped rabbits and squirrels ami fed them to the bird 
that later was given th** nicknam e “Old Aln*.” 
In the later siimrtn r a com pany of volunteers, know n as "The Bad­ 
gers” was being raised here. 
Met ann sold them th** eagle on the day they 
left for Camp Randall for $ft and it was adopted as their mascot. 
In honor 
of the bird the nam e of the com pany v\as changed to tire “ Eau Claire 
Eagles." 
latter the regim ent of whic h the “ F.agl**s” were a member became 
known as the "Wisconsin Eagles.” 
As the regim ent moved south toward the battlefields, the bird became 
more and more popular. 
The soldiers tau g h t It tricks and Increasing offers 
were made for “Old Abe.” 
First cam e a Birl of $200, then $500 and finally 
P. T. Barnum offered $20,000. 
The state of Wisconsin spurned the offer 
and gave the eagle a hour*! for life in the state capitol.

W ater, Light Board'* Gift 
The W ater and Light Hoard, being 
desirous of contributing In some w ay 
to tax relief In this unusual year, has 
now proposed to curtail on its im­ 
provement program of 1982 and in­ 
stead, contribute the 
equivalent 
of 
three mills or about $10,000 of its 
earnings to the Oeneral Fund of th* 
Uity Council; provided, th a t the City 
Council will m ake no levy (of 2 mills) 
for the General Fund and decrease 
the levy for the Street and Sewer Fund 
by I mill. 
Council to Act Monday 
In this way the citizens will pay 
less taxes by 3 mills, or about $10,600, 
but the council will not be short, How­ 
ever, to put this into foroe requires 
the favorable action of the City Coun­ 
cil. The council meets next Monday 
evening. Favorable action is antici­ 
pated. 
This is the first time In the history 
of Brainerd that the earnings of its 
public utilities have been available to 
help bring relief in the form of taxes 
levied. It is also rare in the history 
of municipalities that relief Is ob­ 
tained in this m anner. It reflects not 
only the great value that public utili­ 
ties have proved to be to the city, but 
it also emphasizes on how narrow a 
m argin the City Council is obliged to 
c a n y on und how much it has been 
able to accomplish with its lim ited 
funds. G reater tax relief for Brainerd 
must come through reductions In the 
l e v i e s made for the school district and 
for the county was the sentim ent ex­ 
pressed.

N. W. T., September I to December 14; Nova Scotia, October I to 
January 15; Nova Colchester, September 15 to December 31 ; Ca­ 
taria, September I to December 15; Quebec, September I to De­ 
cember 15; Saskatchewan north to west 54, September I to Sep­ 
tember 30; SaskatchWean south to west 55, September 15 to De­ 
cember 31; Yukon, September I to December 14.

I hirteen Armistice Day parades have swung down the road 
since word echoed around the* world that peace had come.

I hey keep step better when they swing 
down the way. 
But they should not have to march to battle.

should they be called upon to surrender their common heritage . . . 
lamplight at dusk, firelight on the floor, rain on the roof, children’s 
voices.. .. 
'I he fragment of a marching army should be a plea for 
universal disarmament.
